Going out to th e coast wore some Aus- 
traliatiK,

George Walker, a h otel keeper in Mel- 
liourne, I tal luti parts of several days to 
th e following effect: 
“ W h en did you leave Australia:” 
“ Last May. 
Wh en I reach h ome, 
about Oct. 20, I sh all h ave crossed th e 
equator twice and been 
around 
th e 
world. Tlie fare from Melbourne to Eng­ 
land by Suez is nearly th e same as from 
England by th e United States back to 
Melbourne*, say £ 70 each way, or 
$70 0 
around th e gioì*» . 
I h ave sjient in ila* 
five month s of my al>sence£ 500. 
I h ave 
not been to England before for ten years, 
and can h ardly go again for five ye:in- 
more. 
My broth er came out to America 
with me and went h ome from Ch icago.” 
“ Only at Aden, in th e Red sea, and we 
tied up at njgh t in th e Suez canal, be­ 
cause we carried no electric ligh t. I got 
off at Naples and came overland to Lon­ 
don. 
Th e sh ip touch es at Plymouth 
first, and th en comes up th e Th ames to 
Gravesend. 
Going back, we sh all stop 
a t Honolulu and at Auckland, New 
Zealand. 
It is a tedious job crossing th e 
equator, and for a fortnigh t we are in a 
languid sweat. 
Still, we do not feel so 
far out of .th e-world as you migh t sup­ 
pose,, since we h ave an ocean cable and 
get th e news from everywh ere daily. 
Th ere are two regular lines of steamers, 
th e Peninsular and Oriental and th e San 
Francisco line, besides French and Ger­ 
m an service.” 
“ How is th e railroad service, compara­ 
tively?’ ’ 
“ Better th an in Europe. 
But in Aus­ 
tralia th e government of each province 
owns all th e railways. 
Wo h ave no cor­ 
poration railways at all.
